BEHIND CLOSED DOORS 


Several months ago there was an 
outbreak of smallpox at Regina. 
A considerable number of persons who 
were supposed to have a mild attack 
of smallpox were allowed the great- 
est freedom, and instead of being 
rigidly quarantined, went from house 


to house visiting friends. The Re- 
gina press took the matter up and 


urged an immediate investigation. 
The Territorial College of Physicians 
and Surgeons met in Regina last 
week to conduct an enguiry. The pub- 
lic were exeluded from the sittings, 
which practically goes to show that 
certain medica! officials in Regina are 
to blame for the laxity with which 
they dealt with the outbreak of this 
dread disease. The Regina press is 
greatly enraged over the action of 
the college, the Leader voicing its 
sentiments as folbows: 

“The investigation into the conduct 
of Dr. A. S, Martin in connection with 
the outbreak of smalipox in Regina 
some months ago, which is being held 
by the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, opened in the civic chamber 
yesterday morning. The public were 
informed by the chairmen that by 
consent of both counse) it had been 
decided to hold the investigation with 
closed doors and al! visitors were call- 


ed upon to retire, and consequently: 


the newspapers are unaole to present 
a report of the evidence and proceed- 
ings. Many statements have been 
made pro and con and the whole mat- 
ter became a public scandal. Conse- 
quentiy we feel that the decision to 
hold the investigation with closed 
doors is a mistake. We have no en- 
rity towards Dr. Martin and if he is 
innocent of the charges made against 
him then that fact should be given 
all possible publicity. If, on the 
other hand, everything is not as it 
ought to have been, it is due to the 
public who place their lives in a doc- 
tor’s hands, to know the whole truth. 
The decision of a committee of inves- 
tigation which refuses to allow the 
public to know on what evidence they 
base their decision, cannot have the 
weight it would otherwise, have and 
the public will certainly draw their 
own conclusions 2s to the reason for 


that refusal.” i

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‘CROP REPORT 
The agricultural department of the 
government. of the Northwest Terri- 
tories has issued a pamphlet giving 
the condition cf the crops on Septem- 
ber Ist in the different districts, Dis- 
trict No. 12, composed of Edmonton, 
Strathcona and Wetaskiwin districts, 
has an area of 48,286 square miles. 
This, of course, includes a very large 
tract.of unsettled country. For July 
and August the average daily temper- 
ature was 58.9 andthe rainfall 7.99 
inches. In thé same period last year 
the temnerature was 59.9, and the 
rainfall 7.63 inches. The last half of 
July was fair. The beginning of 
August was wet and, latterly, cool 
with a want of sunshine. There was 
some local thunderstorms, sccompan- 
ied by Hgbt falls of hail. No frost 
was reported in this district up to 
September ist.. The estimated crop 
area in wheat this year is 31,967 acres 
and the crop expectations, 710,500 
bushels; Oats, 78,067 acres, and esti- 
mated crop, 2,923,600 bushels; barley 
16,318 acres, yield 453,500 bushele; flax 
150 acres, and estimated yield 2,000 
bushels,
